Water Tax-—Notiece to Tax Payers. 

From the following extract from an 
Act passed by the last Legislature and approved 
February 27th, 1877, it will be seen that all per, 
sons iu front of whose property the main pipes 
pass are made liabie for a special water tax 
of $7 00: 

Section 2. “Be it enacted by the authority 
aforesaid * * * © Tha‘ wherever the said 
Board of Water Ccmmissiovers shall canse water 
pipes to be laid along any street, in the stree’s of 
the city of Atlanta, they are hereby authorized to 
assess the cost, or such portion ef the cost of 
such pipe, and th expense of laying the rane 
and of erecting Hydrants, upon the owners of all 
improvea property on each side of the streetor 
such portion of a stre.t alopg and through which 


| buch pipe has been or may be extended, such 


atsessment to be made under such just and 
equitable rales as said Board of Water Commis-
